Traffic Holts and business
Comes to Standstill Dur-

ing Funeral.

All thn nctlvltlee of tlie city were
halted for varying length of
time out of rcjjiwt for Col. Koosavelt'
ratrnory. Most of these observance were
roado nt 2 o'clock, tlio hour of the burial.
But eomo of them beftan nt 1, the hour
when the City Hall bell tolled to make
known that tho Illustrious dead, had been
taken Into the church nt Oyster Bay.

At 1:59 every wheel on nil the city's

transit lines crowd to turn for sixty sec-

onds, nnd trattlcs waa checked (ln many
thoroushfares. Tho Stock Exchange and
the other markets had closed at 12::o.
Courts and I'ederal oHlces had been
closed. Tho church bells. led by Trin-
ity's, tolled their farewell nt :. Bells In
many parts of the city worn tolling nil
through the previous hour. Church ser-

vices everywhere were well attended.
Formal observances h id been arransed

In each of the DUO city schools. At noon,
by. tho Board of education orfler. Wie-p

schools n ere closed. At 2 o'clock tho regu
lar police force, which Is 12.00(1 strong,
uncovered, wherever It found Itself, to
honor tho memory of the great Ameri-
can' who had once been Its Commls-Hlone- r.
